LETTER OF TRANSMISSION 


Dear Member: 


It is my privilege to present to you the twenty- 
seventh annual report of The Cleveland Museum of 
Art. During a year marked by war, the Museum has 
been inevitably very greatly affected. Measures have 
been taken to safeguard the collections entrusted to 
our care, as well as the building itself and the public 
which visits it. 

The staff of the Museum, both officially and un- 
officially, has cooperated in every way possible with 
the Office of Civilian Defense. The exhibition schedule 
and the educational program of the Museum have 
been substantially modified and turned towards 
greater direct service in the present emergency. This 
has been done without losing sight of the Museum’s 
function as an important recreational and morale- 
building agency in the community. 

The past year has been rich in gifts and acquisitions. 
New endowment funds and general bequests have 
added to the resources of the Museum. However, at 
no time has the Museum been more dependent upon 
its membership. The very fact that the Museum has 
made so many economies in administration and will 
make more, wherever they are possible, is positive 
evidence of our responsibility to you. I am sure that 
we may count again on the loyal and devoted support 
which you have given us in the past, so that we may 
maintain this great civic institution in the community 
and so that we may do our part, through it, in pre- 
serving those eternal qualities for which our nation is 
fighting.

REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1942 


Witiram M. Miiiken, Director 


Nineteen hundred and forty-two will always rank as one of the 
outstanding years in the Museum’s history. The great gift from 
Grace Rainey Rogers early in the year and the remarkable 
bequest of John L. Severance, opened to the public on Novem- 
ber 13, were events each important enough in itself to have 
made a record year. By these acquisitions the Museum gained 
immeasurably in quality and moved further up in the list of 
great museums of this country and of the world. The gift of 
two tapestries and a marquetry commode in memory of their 
mother by the children of Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney was ex- 
ceedingly important; and the gift by George S. and Harry D. 
Kendrick of two remarkable objects in memory of their uncle, 
Henry G. Dalton, on the last day of the year, closed a truly 
memorable year. 

The attendance for the year was 245,137, a loss of about 
17,000. Until late October and November the attendance was 
only slightly under that of the preceding year. Then, conserva- 
tion of tires, preceding gas rationing in December, had its effect, 
and the numbers dropped. An even greater proportionate reduc- 
tion was noted in use of service departments, where statistics 
were kept. School teachers could not use the slide and photo- 
graph collections as before, because of added duties; and ration- 
ing and war activities reduced educational attendance. 

The most rigid economy ruled every department; and by the 
most loyal cooperation throughout the staff, there were savings 
on the budget of $19,993.43, 2 sum unfortunately somewhat off- 
set by reduction of income. The membership dropped a little. 
However, there was actually a loss of only 172 in numbers, a 
small figure in consideration of war conditions. 

Mr. Mather, in his Letter of Transmission, has stated un- 
equivocally how all-important membership income is in main- 
taining the services of the Museum and in taking care of the 
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treasures entrusted to its care. In addition, the Museum has 
been called upon for many particular services in the recreational 
and morale-building fields, and has responded wholeheartedly. 
For these reasons, the loyalty of the members and their realiza- 
tion of the part their individual contributions play have been 
deeply appreciated. 

The Trustees have made the part-time services of Milton S. 
Fox available to the Office of Civilian Defense, and he has 
served as Chairman of the Committee on Posters, Visual Aids, 
and Artistic Services, and as Chairman of the Civilian Camou- 
flage Committee. Thomas L. Cheney also gave invaluable ser- 
vices to other institutions in the realm of advice on air-raid 
protection. Four members of the Staff are on leave of absence 
in the Armed Forces of the United States, others have left for 
jobs in defense work. A much smaller staff is loyally attempting 
to give adequate service to the public. 

During the year the problem of protection of the public, the 
staff, and the many works of art in the building was carefully 
considered, and an elaborate air-raid protection scheme was 
early put into effect. Major works of art were removed from 
the main floor to more protected areas in the building, but few, 
if any, works of art were actually removed from exhibition. An 
evacuation scheme was carefully prepared, boxes were built to 
contain the various works of art, and the staff was fully drilled, 
so that they would function with dispatch in case of an emer- 
gency. 

During the year two Membership Endowment Funds and 
two Contributing Membership Endowment Funds have been 
established, making a total of thirty-seven of the former, and 
three of the latter, while as many as a dozen others are being 
built up by yearly subscriptions, but have not reached as yet 
the required total. 

The year has been saddened by the deaths of two members 
of the Advisory Council, Louis D. Beaumont and Amos B. 
McNairy; and by the death of Bertha Aiken McMyler, donor 
with her daughters of the P. J. McMyler Musical Endowment 
Fund. 

The Junior Council has continued to function and has been 
of invaluable help in interpreting the Museum to the public, 
in creating a more informed membership, in furnishing volun- 
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teer help. Its members work on ten different committees. The 
Christmas decorations and the most successful Christmas 
Community Celebration, jointly sponsored by them and The 
Cleveland News, were notable examples of their usefulness. 

No year in the history of the Museum has been so important 
in the number and quality of the paintings added to that depart- 
ment. From Mrs. Rainey Rogers came the notable Corneille de 
Lyon .and the Fragonard; from Mrs. Otto Miller a fine and 
representative portrait by Sir Peter Lely. Mrs. Malcolm L. 
McBride added three contemporary pictures by Beskow, 
Severini, and Yeats, respectively; Grover Higgins, a Stephen 
Bone; and Mrs. H. P. Eells, Sr., a characteristic Whistler, ‘““The 
Violin Player,” in memory of her husband, Howard Parmelee 
Eells. 

Through the bequest of John L. Severance, sixteen all- 
important additions of paintings were made. The roster alone 
is impressive, including as it does important works by Van Dyck, 
Rembrandt, Hobbema, Cuyp, Aelbrecht Bouts, Cima da 
Conegliano, Jacopo del Sellaio, Gainsborough, Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, Lawrence, Turner, Nattier, and others. 

For the Holden Collection, an outstanding example of the 
Sienese School was purchased, an “Adoration of the Magi” by 
Giovanni di Paolo, a part of a predella, the other parts of which 
are in the Vatican, the Kaiser Friedrich Museum, the Kress 
Collection in the National Gallery, Washington, D. C., and the 
Blumenthal Collection in the Metropolitan Museum. Cleveland 
pictures purchased from the May Show include water colors by 
Sommer, Linsey, and Westbrook, and an oil by Wray Manning, 
the latter purchase made possible by a supplemental gift from 
Mrs. B. P. Bole. 

The past year was also outstanding in the Print Department. 
Six hundred thirty-two prints were acquired, the second 
largest number in the history of the Museum. Further than 
that, the quality is outstanding. By purchase, eight rare prints 
were added to the Dudley P. Allen Collection; among them, a 
Martin Schongauer and four prints by the Master of the 
Banderoles. The policy of adding only exceptionally fine rarities 
to the Allen Collection makes it now one of the most dis- 
tinguished groups in quality in America. Another important 
purchase from the J. H. Wade Fund was a collection of the 
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graphic works of Winslow Homer, almost a complete record of 
his output in that field. 

By bequest from John L. Severance came forty-two choice 
prints, headed by such masterpieces as the “Hundred Guilder 
Print,” the “Jan Lutma,” the “Jan Cornelis,” the “Jacob 
Haaring,” all by Rembrandt; Lucas Van Leyden’s etched and 
engraved portrait of Maximilian I; etchings by Van Dyck, 
Meryon, and Whistler; and engravings by Diirer and Nanteuil. 
Mr. and Mrs. Lewis B. Williams added seventy-nine lithographs 
to their already exceedingly important collection of lithographs 
given in 1940 and 1941. Further gifts, among others, came from 
Richard Owen, Robert Hays Gries, William M. Milliken, Carl 
Fredric Clarke, and The Print Club. 

The same importance marked the accessions to the Oriental 
Department. Most impressive of all was the Severance Bequest, 
which included pottery and porcelain of the T’ang, Sung, Yuan, 
Ming, and Ch’ing dynasties, objects of the finest quality, which 
alone would raise the Museum to a position of rank in the field 
of Chinese porcelain. Henry W. Kent gave a charming collec- 
tion of Chinese inks. A Ming vase came from Elton Hoyt, II; 
a group of Chinese and Japanese paintings and prints, from 
Mrs. Henry S. Upson; a jade pendant, from Miss Alice Sherwin; 
and a fine fifteenth-century Persian miniature, from the 
Heeramaneck Galleries. 

The purchases were exceptional also, most remarkable being 
that from Hanna Fund, the two rare gray sandstone statues of 
Vishnu from Indo-China, pre-Khmer, and that from the J. H. 
Wade Fund, the bronze bull’s head, pre-Achaemenid, from 
Iran. The red sandstone head of a bodhisattva, Indian, of the 
Gupta Period, from the Edward L. Whittemore Fund, and the 
head of Buddha from Borobudur, Java, from the J. H. Wade 
Fund, also add immeasurably to the Southern Asiatic sections 
of the department, which have been developing so consistently 
in the past few years. Other Wade purchases were exquisite 
inlaid bronzes of the Chou dynasty, Chinese; phoenix appliques 
of gold, of the T’ang dynasty; and a gilt-bronze Buddha of the 
same period. 

The additions to the Department of Decorative Arts have 
been truly overwhelming. The exquisite paneled room by 
Rousseau de la Rottiére, with its magnificent Louis XVI furni- 
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ture, sculptures by Clodion and Pajou, ormolu of the first 
quality, two remarkable so-called “Polish” rugs, was acquired 
through the gift of Grace Rainey Rogers in memory of her 
father, William J. Rainey. This truly princely gift supplemented 
the Museum’s collection where it was weakest. Then, the be- 
quest of John L. Severance added a bewildering number of 
objects of first quality: Gothic and Renaissance sculptures, in- 
cluding works by Luca della Robbia, Rossellino, Baccio da 
Montelupo; Italian furniture; French Renaissance furniture of 
the rarest excellence; a group of most representative English 
chairs; French tapestry-covered furniture of the Louis XV 
period; and other choice examples of French furniture of both 
the Louis XV and Louis XVI periods. There was also majolica 
of fine quality; a unique paschal candlestick by Riccio; a group 
of fine English silver; sculptures by Keller (bronze caster under 
Louis XIV) and by Clodion, and modern American sculpture 
by Malvina Hoffman and Janet Scudder. 

A magnificent Louis XV commode, with bronzes by Caffieri, 
and two Gobelin tapestries of the early eighteenth century were 
a memorial gift to Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney by her children, 
Flora Whitney Miller, Barbara Whitney Henry, and Cornelius 
Vanderbilt Whitney. 

Important purchases for the J. H. Wade Collection were a 
rare Byzantine manuscript of the tenth to twelfth centuries; an 
exquisite copper-gilt cross with enamel, Viennese, about 1320, 
by the Master who worked at Klosterneuburg; and the im- 
portant life-size statue of St. Margaret, by Antonello Gagini. 
Gifts of sculpture included the choice little Christ Child, South 
German, about 1510, given by Miss Emma G. Brassington in 
memory of Mary B. S. Pollock, and the all-important and ex- 
ceedingly rare sculpture by Giovanni di Agostino, architect of 
the new Duomo in Siena, given by George S. and Harry D. 
Kendrick, in memory of their uncle, Henry G. Dalton. Mrs. 
Malcolm L. McBride gave a modern sculpture by Flannagan; 
and a seated figure by Sol A. Bauer was added to the Dudley P. 
Allen Collection by purchase from the May Show. 

A group of Cleveland ceramics was added to the Mary 
Spedding Milliken Memorial Collection; an altar cross by 
Charles B. Jeffery was purchased by the Dudley P. Allen Fund; 
three gold objects, African, from the Ivory Coast, were secured 
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for the James Albert Ford Memorial Collection; an enamel 
tazza and fine English and French porcelains were added by 
gift of George W. Bierce. Silver came from Mrs. S. Prentiss 
Baldwin, George W. Bierce, and Alfred Farber, Inc.; a group 
of color photographs by Paul Outerbridge, from Mrs. Ralph 
Seward Allen. A most interesting example of American Dorf- 
linger glass was given in memory of Christian Dorflinger, by his 
daughter, Carlotta Dorflinger Atkinson. 

The art of the Americas to the south was importantly repre- 
sented by a mask, seventh to tenth centuries, Valley of Mexico, 
a purchase from the J. H. Wade Fund. 

To the textile section of this department came the Whitney 
tapestries, mentioned above, and the remarkable group of eight 
tapestries from the John L. Severance Bequest. Varied in type, 
they possess rare quality which makes their acquisition exceed- 
ingly impressive. There were also the two so-called “Polish” 
rugs, already referred to, in the Rogers gift; a Herat rug in the 
Severance gift; a collection of thirty-six samplers, given by 
Gladys McNairy White and Elisabeth McNairy Monroe in 
memory of their mother, Mary Pack McNairy; and the gift of 
a Queen Anne apron from The Textile Arts Club. Several im- 
portant early silks were added to the rare group in the J. H. 
Wade Collection. 

Twenty-eight special exhibitions supplemented the perma- 
nent collections of the Museum. 

The Educational Department, with remarkable ingenuity, 
has adapted its services to war-time conditions. It has made a 
reduced staff go farther than has seemed possible. Rationing 
has complicated the problem, and more teaching has been done 
in the schools than ever before. The re-orientation of school 
programs for war service has brought about a re-study of what 
the Museum has to offer. Intensive study of the arts of the 
Far East has been one of the results. Courses of lectures have 
been given, in cooperation with the Foreign Affairs Council, on 
the Cultural Backgrounds of the Warring Nations. Intensive 
work has been done, as well, on explaining special exhibitions 
bearing directly on the war. The moving picture programs have 
also been planned so that they might interpret varied aspects 
of the history and culture of the warring nations. 

The General Education Board Grant for circulating exhibits 
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in cooperation with secondary schools ended in June. A careful 
report was prepared, and it is hoped that when normal con- 
ditions return, the lessons learned can be applied. 

At no time have the reciprocal relations between the Museum 
and the educational systems it serves been better. The Cleve- 
land Public School System, Cleveland Heights, Shaker Heights, 
and other suburban schools, and the Parochial Schools have 
used the Museum wherever they could; even with this co- 
operation, the actual count in attendance is less, necessarily, 
because of concentrated war programs. 

Staff members have continued their valuable exchange service 
with The Cleveland School of Art. The Curator of Education, 
as Professor of Art in the University, has made all-important 
contacts there; courses have been given in Flora Stone Mather 
college by a member of the Department. Club work has been 
well planned, and the problem of how to meet their problems 
arising because of decreased transportation has been studied. 

Exceedingly valuable has been the work of the Circulating 
Exhibit Division. Handicapped by rationing, it has, to the 
limit of its ability, taken the Museum to the schools, libraries, 
and other cooperating agencies. 

The Department of Musical Arts regrettably lost the devoted 
services of its Curator, Arthur W. Quimby, in June, but was 
fortunate in being able to replace his loss by the appointment 
of Walter Blodgett to that position. He unofficially took over 
the department in October and became Curator as of the new 
year. This Department continues to have the most loyal and 
constant public of any activity of the Museum. 

The Library has been greatly hampered by a reduced staff. 
The demands have no doubt been less, yet it continues to give 
freely its fine services with real imagination and enthusiasm. 
Though purchases have been curtailed, some relief must be 
found soon for the problem of serious overcrowding. 

The Publicity Department, in spite of war conditions, has 
never secured a greater amount of space, and it has efficiently 
interpreted the Museum and its collections to the public. 

The Department of Building and Grounds has had quite 
exceptional demands made upon it, and no greater compliment 
can be paid to it than to say that it has met its difficulties 
admirably, in spite of a sharply reduced personnel.

Gentlemen: 


I present herewith my report as Treasurer for the fiscal and calendar year 
ended December 31, 1942, consisting of Statement of Assets, Liabilities, and 
Funds (Schedule A) submitted by Ernst & Ernst, Certified Public Accountants, 
and three statements prepared by Walter A. Croley, Comptroller, as follows: 


Schedule B. Statement of Operating Income and Expenses. 


Schedule C. Combined Statement of All Trust and Endow- 
ment Funds, with purposes for which income is 
available. 


Schedule D. Statement of Receipts and Expenditures— 
Endowment and Other Funds. 


Operating expenses for 1942 show a reduction of $9,225.47 from the previous 
year. This is partially due to a change in accounting procedure whereby fiscal 
agent’s fees, formerly charged to expenses, are now deducted from income. 
These fees for 1942 together with an adjustment extending back to July 1, 
1934 amounted to $6,993.66, which amount is, of course, also reflected in the 
reduction in operating income for 1942 (Schedule B).

We have examined the statement of assets, liabilities, and funds of The 
Cleveland Museum of Art as of December 31, 1942, have reviewed the system 
of internal control and the accounting procedures of the Museum and, without 
making a detailed audit of the transactions, have examined or tested account- 
ing records of the Museum and other supporting evidence, by methods and 
to the extent we deemed appropriate. Our examination was made in accord- 
ance with generally accepted auditing standards applicable in the circum- 
stances and included all procedures which we considered necessary. In con- 
nection with our review of the income accounts, we compared the recorded 
income from investments with statements submitted to the Museum by 


trustees of the investments, or with published reports or other sources of 
information. 


Cash on deposit applicable to all funds was reconciled with balances 
reported to us by the Museum’s depositories, and office working funds were 
counted by us. The carrying amounts of investments at December 31, 1942, 
are based on cost or amounts assigned thereto at dates of acquisition from 
donors. Investments held by banks acting as the Museum’s agents, or de- 
posited under a purchase agreement, were reported to us by the recorded 
holders and we inspected the claims against closed bank. 

Operating expenses exceeded operating income for the year 1942, by the 
amount of $7,447.51, the income including $22,870.90, $12,907.56, and $785.89 
transferred during the year from Francis F. Prentiss, Membership, and L. E. 
Holden Endowment Income funds, respectively. The excess of expenses over 

_income has been offset by additional transfers from the following funds:
